Two weeks ago we reconstructed re¬ 
cent German history giving it a North 
American setting. To bring it up to 
date, we have now to record that one 
( of the Roosevetians taken into the 
Cabinet of Mackenzie King was order¬ 
ed to^ and stop Roosfeveltian demon¬ 
strations in a small part of Canada. 
He made a feeble effort and had to 
quit. Mr. King then called for a pleb¬ 
iscite, the following Sunday. The bal¬ 
lot read “Are you in favor of Cana¬ 
dian independence? Yes.” The voter 
opposed could score out the word 
“Yes” and- write “No.” Roosevelt got 
angry, charged it was a direct dis¬ 
avowal rof the bargain, sent troops in¬ 
to Canada and ordered Mr. King to 
/ resign, which Mr. King did, when told 
that if he did not he would be-killcd 
as his predecessor was. The Canadian 
government is now in the hands of the 
President; tfie Canadian armed fences 
are commanded by Rooseveltians and 
thousands of Canadians connected with 
the old regime, fearful of assassina¬ 
tion or imprisonment, are fleeing the 
country. The ex-Premier is under 
protective arrest at his home in Kings- 
mere. His .house is surrounded by- 
uniformed ^ards, but a comnrunique 
explains that he is free to go wher¬ 
ever he chooses within the house. The 
Governor-General has also been ’ de¬ 
posed and a henchman occupies the 
dual post rs-ith the title of Governor 
and Chancellor. Preceded by artillery, 

' tanks and planes, Roosevelt made tri¬ 
umphant entry into Ottawa. The city 
was a riot of color and rejoicing arrd 
the welkin rang with -shouts of “Hail 
Roosevelt” and “Hail Victory.” .Jews 
are scurrying for cover and Romair 
Catholics are uneasy but the rest of 
the population is striving to appear 
enthusiastic over what the new nrler 
•alls a bloodless conquest.

Many ^ople in Britain have al¬ 
ways advocated isolation from Europe 
as the proper policy in so far as it is 
feasible. The element of contiguity 
reduces the feasibility. Air-craft .and 
long-range guns make it necessary to 
keep France a friendly neighbor. If it 
should ever come under the control of 
Germany, the British Isles would not 
be a healthy place to live in. Eire 
cannot be wholly isolated from Eng¬ 
land nor England from the continent. 
Britain will, however, keep as free as- 
she can from European entanglement. 
Hore-Belisha announced before thr 
Austrian surrender that Britain will 
not send huge armies as she did in 
the late war, but will support her Al¬ 
lies with sea and air-craft and muni¬ 
tions. This may be regarded as a step 
toward isolation, but military opinion 
leans toward the \-iew that in futii.-e 
wars there will not be the same con¬ 
centration of land forces a.s in the last 
In the next war women and children, 
paciflsts,communist3 and conscientious 
objectors will have an equal chance 
with soldiers and sailors of dying fur 
their country. We mention this mere¬ 
ly to warn our militant pacifi.sts and 
bellicose communists that they and 
their wives and children may die be¬ 
cause of the course they are insisting 
that Chamberlain should pursue.

As is well known the Highwood river has been described 
as *‘one of the finest trout streams on the continent.” its 
fame has brought many expert fishermen to the distriit, 
and it has been an unfailing source of pleasure for people 
I all over southern Alberta. It is one of the substantial tour- 
'ist attractions, Justifying much greater publicity than has 
been given. 

There is no desire on the part of sportsmen and business¬ 
men to discourage the oil industry which is of such great 
importance, and has brought work and wages to this corjt^ 
munity. But it should be possible to exercise some measure 
of control, to prevent the complete destruction of the High- 
wood as a fishing stream, and as a scenic attraction. 

Even though the government officials with autjiority to 
protect the stream, have neither interest in nor sympathy 
with the sportsman’s view, they might well give theVnattoi 
attention from the tourist standpoint—as welt as from an 
economic consideration. More and more all countries are 
consen’ing and enhancing their beauty spots and their 
sport areas. More and more they«.are realizing the spell¬ 
ing power of holiday seekers, and the money value of scenic 
and sport attraction. To permit unthinking de.struction 
of one of the most outstanding sport attractions of the pnn 
ince; to ignore the warnings that have been repeatedly giv¬ 
en, is something that not only this generation but succeed¬ 
ing generations will find it hard to forgive. Added to which 
is the cost of stocking the H,ighwood, a process that has 
gone on .for many years.

'The proposal of Russia to call an international confer¬ 
ence of non-aggressive nations was rejected and the Prem¬ 
ier reaffirmed his belief in the non-intervention policy in 
Spain, asserting that it had at least averted a general Eur¬ 
opean war. He accepted Italy’s assurance that it had no 
territorial ambition in Spain. He also refused to under¬ 
rate Germany’s assurance that she had no designs on 
Czecho Slovakia. 

“In the meantime,” he said ^here is no need to assume 


Over one-half the combined debt of Canada and to public 
railways is attributable one way or another to the Gove fn- 
ment’s entry iiito the railway business. And this Hrmn on 
the public purse goes on. Why? Mainly becatise those 
who have the power to do something, figure it is politically 
expedient to do nothing. 

The indirect policy of operating with a minimum of new 
expenditures, of increasing traffic by foreign trade and so 
on, is not good enough. This year’s cash deficit alone is 
round $40 million dollars, to sa,j’ nothing of nearly twice 
that amount in unpaid jntere.st to the government. If politi¬ 
cal pressure continues to bar economies, efficient operation 
is not possible. Unnecessary mileage, duplication of servi¬ 
ces, waste from destructive competition and political ex- 
lediency are bound to continue. 

The government has the power and the experts, to decide 
what should be done and take resolute action. With' tlu 
iiwney from potential annual savings which would b: 
round 75 millions, as admitted by both railway manage-? 
ments, Ottawa could balance its budget, reduce debt, add 
social services, and restore confidence. It must be a big ob¬ 
stacle thaf IS preventing "the 'government from plucking 
those rich plums. ■* 

Business organizations have all recommended action, in 
some instances providing a definite plan. What’s more 
members of the Senate and Commons have taunted the gov¬ 
ernment on railway inaction. 

Railway labor is distressed with part-time labors. Work¬ 
ers would be in happier position if some were retired on 
full pensions, leaving the others to receive'full-time jobs. 
Investors too, are interesteil, since both railways eaincd 
more than enough to pay a return on one-eigiuh their capi¬ 
tal investments. You will not have to whip a dead norse 
when you start sound railway operation. 

Governments have chosen to be followers of public opin¬ 
ion, not leaders. It is up to the electorate to provide leader¬ 
ship. Suppose the taxpayers take a look at the funda- 
menUls qf the railway problem, study it, talk about it in 
private and service clubs, contact their members and bring 
t into the open. We can show at the polls that political 
sops dripping with promises of expenditures on public rail¬ 
ways^ carry no weight in appealing to us voters. As voters 
we should reveal that we are a practical people, give poli¬ 
tics no further alibi and demand that statesmanship le:id 
the way.—Canadian Business

Adult Clinic 

Twenty-two adult clinics were held, 
and in addition adults were welcomed 
at 59 of the child clinics.

This is improving 
and an increasing number are coming 
in without complaint, asking for rou¬ 
tine checkrup. 

Mental Hygiene
